NEW PLAN OPENS 


Lancaster Expected To 
Remedy Traffic Con­ 
gestions In Cen­ 
ter Square. 


Chances for retaining the present 
route of the Lincoln Highway 
be­ 
tween Gettysburg and 
Philadelphia, 
which H. C. M itinger, counsel for the 
Lincoln Highway Association in Penn­ 
sylvania, predicted m ight be rerouted 
via H arrisburg, Reading and N orris­ 
town, a t a meeting of the board of the 
anociation to be held in Detroit ndxt 
week, were brightened last night upon 
receipt of word in York from Lan­ 
caster to the effect th at Mr. Mitinger 
Had approved a proposed change in 
rerouting the highway through the 
Red Rose city to remedy traffic condi­ 
tions, which highway officials for years 
have considered “a bone of conten­ 
tio n /’ 
King street, Lancaster, is at pres­ 
ent the route of the highway through 
th at city. 
King street leads through 
Penn square, where a large soldiers’ 
monument and street 
car 
terminal 
congests traffic. 
The proposed re­ 
routing of the highway, which Mr. 
M itinger 
approves, would take the 
highway through the Red Rose city 
on Orange street, which runs parallel 
with King street, a block to the north. 
Mr. M itinger finds only one objec- 
tion with the proposed new route, and 
that is the two right-angle turns nec­ 
essary at the east end of the street. 
He suggests that, 
since 
W itmer’#* 
bridge was too narrow to accommo­ 
date traffic, a bridge be erected di­ 
r e ly opposite the eastern terminus 
of Orange street, ami in th at 
way 
give tourists a straight, fast route 
through the city.

He was the first to un­ 
cover the body. 
The deputy coroner expressed the 
belief that the child had been born 
recently, and dates 
on newspapers 
bear out his assertion. 
He said that 
in his opinion the birth was prema­ 
ture, probably at six 
months.

added that undoubtedly it was born 
dead. 
One of the newspapers around the 
body was a Hanover Evening Sun, 
bearing the date of Friday, July IO, 
while 
another, 
apparently

city 
paper, bor** the date of May 3rd, 1925. 
Excellent Glues 
The 
newspaper 
in 
which 
some 
blood-stained 
woman’s 
clothing was 
wrapped was also an edition of the 
Hanover Evening Sun with the date 
July 3, 1925. 
Both the newspapers and the cloth­ 
ing are being carefully preserved by 
the authorities and are considered ex­ 
cellent dues on which to base their 
investigation. 
The 
package 
of 
blood-stained 
clothing was only a few feet away 
from the package which contained the 
chil*!. 
Before the police and coroner 
arrived, it had been opened, hut other­ 
wise apparently undisturbed. 
The dress in the package was a 
checkered-cal ico, 
apparently 
worn 
hard and often washed for the colors 
had faded. It is believed to have been 
a home-made dress, but 
police 
will 
endeavor

Of the mass of legislation already 
introduced in the various states, about 
forty measures have had to do with 
sanitation in some 
form 
or 
other, 
their primary purpose covering the 
following sub-topics: (ai wholesome 
food; (b) sanitary conditions where 
food is prepared and served; and (c) 
clean employes handling or serving 
food. 
Legislation of this kind is es­ 
sentially 
regulatory and 
while we 
have steadfastly advocated opposing 
regulatory legislation, we have always 
drawn the line where its purpose was 
merely to bring about and protect 
sanitary 
conditions. 
It 
would 
be 
foolhardy to take any other position 
in the matter. 
However, this whole 
subject suggests 
the 
thought as to 
how far hotelmen 
have 
take;* the 
initiative in promoting such legisla­ 
tion, or how far they might go, in a 
concerted way, in obviating the condi­ 
tions which bring about the demand 
for such legislation. 
Why has there 
been a ‘‘tidal wave," as it were, for 
this 
kind of legislation? 
Does 
it 
represent a progressive stage in the 
economic advancement of our country, 
or is it the popular demand to correct 
a condition which those who are re­ 
sponsible therefore have failed to ob­ 
serve? 
Does it 
not suggest the 
thought that hotelkeepers are perhaps 
short visioned and are thereby forcing 
a condition of legislative regulation 
which, in the first instance, appears in 
mild form and thereafter becomes 
more drastic? 
Can and should the 
hotelmen, in a 
concerned 
way, do 
much to anticipate such conditions? 
After all, is this not one of the praise­ 
worthy purposes for which association 
work might be more effectively pro­ 
moted?

Villa, whose real name was Fran­ 
cisco Gilledo, went to the hospital 
Monday night to have a glandular af­ 
fection of the throat attended to. The 
throat swelling was a complication 
of a jaw infection caused by ulcerated 
teeth, the affection having first be­ 
come apparent a few days before he 
met Jimmy M elanin here on July 4. 
He was enabled to go into the ring 
against McLarnin only after a dental 
surgeon removed one of his wisdom 
teeth. Against the advice of his phy­ 
sician and with a swollen jaw that 
was plainly discernible to the ring­ 
sides, Villa entered the ring. 
While 
showing little of his old spirit he 
weathered the rounds but lost the de­ 
cision. 
Throat Badly Sollen 
Villa’s condition grew worse after 
the fight and he was compelled Mon­ 
day night to go to the hospital. 
His 
condition became such . during 
the 
night that it was found necessary to 
operate Tuesday. 
Dr. C. E. Hoff­ 
man, the attending surgeon, said that 
Villa’s throat was so swollen that it 
was with great difficulty 
that 
the 
anaesthetic could be administered.

This statem ent 
is based on figures show ing that the 
price of eg g s is gen erally tw ice as 
high from N ovem ber to February as 
it is in June. 
The practice pf putting aw ay eg g s 
for w inter not only bespeaks econom y 
but should also induce a greater con­ 
sum ption o f this alm ost ideal food, 
states the in stitu te in explaining the 
preservation 
process. 
Two 
four- 
gallon stone or earthenw are crocks, 
capable of holding tw enty dozen eggs, 
w ill be found sufficient for the aver­ 
age fam ily. 
They 
should 
be 
first 
cleaned 
and 
scalded 
with 
boiling 
w ater. 
T he eg g s are 
then 
placed 
sm all end down and a cooled solution 
of w ater g la ss (sodium silica te), one 
quart to nine quarts of w ater th at has 
been boiled and thoroughly cooled, is 
poured over the eg g s to close up the 
pohes in the shell to prevent the e g g 
liquids from evaporating. 
The top ­ 
m ost layer o f eg g s should be kept 
covered w ith the solution to a depth 
of at least two inches at all tim es. 
The crocks are then placed in a cool 
dry place after being tig h tly covered 
with w axed 
paper 
to 
prevent 
the 
evaporation of the solution. 
E g g s preserved in th is fashion can 
be kept in perfect condition from six 
to ten m onths and used for every pur­ 
pose, according to the institute. They 
will appear more w atery when broken 
out o f the shell, but the flavor and 
nutritive qualities w ill be very sa t­ 
isfactory. 
Wjhen the eg g s taken from 
the crocks are to be boiled, a sm all 
hole should be m ade in the shell with 
a pin at the large end of the e g g be­ 
fore placing it in the 
w ater.

ORE than one hundred years ago, 
just how many more it has been 


impossible to learn definitely, a 
Gettysburgian, native of Adams county, 
possessing an undying civic pride in the 
community, foresaw the possibilities of 
the town and builded himself a hotel. 
It 
was not called a hotel in those days. 
The 
word was too dignified or else had not 
come into the prominence it now enjoys. 
It was called a “ House” better known and 
perhaps more familiarly as “The McClellan 
House.” 
Today, the McClellan House, now the 
“ Hotel G ettysburg,” is the proud possessor 
of the title and honor of being the largest 
hotel in Gettysburg, and the newest. 
At the time of the building of the Mc­ 
Clellan House some IOO or more years ago, 
few realized or even dreamed that the in­ 
stitution would stand, or 
weather 
the 
tempest of criticism, depressing times, 
growth or fall of the community, w eather 
and combat the trying days of the Civil 
War, off-set the disadvantages of the as­ 
saulting armies and the ravages of the 
most intensive w arfare tile country could 
imagine. 
Year after year saw th e McClellan 
House continue in 
business. 
Transient 
trade continued to patronize its rooms. 
Home folks enjoyed the community con­ 
fabs around a huge wood heater. 
Its 
lobby, if it might be called such, furnish­ 
ed the background for many a heated dis­ 
cussion of domestic and we might say in­ 
ternational affairs. 
For even in this little 
Adams county town, the outside world’s 
affairs and activities were of interest and 
furnished excellent subject m atter upon 
which to discuss or debate. 
And so the McClellan House grew and 
grew. 
A wing was added here, another 
there. When times were good, a room was 
repainted or repapered. 
A coat of paint 
brushed the cob-webs of time into oblivion 
and the old house stood out like a highly 
polished piece of silver. 
Gettysburgians were proud of their 
hostelry. They liked to point with a great 
deal of pride to “that large building on the 
square” while others prided themselves on 
the fact that they had easy access to its 
lobby or “eating room.” 


George McClellan was the builder and 
first proprietor of the McClellan House. 
A fter a number of years proprietorship, 


he disposed of his holdings to a 
Mr. 
Haines, who continued the business along 
the same lines, observing the same prin­ 
ciples and policy that Mr. McClellan in­ 
stituted. 


Simon J. Diller followed in possession 
of the hotel. 
During Mr. Diller’s pro­ 
prietorship, a third story was added, be­ 
cause of the increased business. 
When 
this addition was built, there were some 
few skeptical ones who believed th a t the 
venture was too far-fetched and th a t it 
would mean the downfall of the McClellan 
House. 
“ It is too much of a financial in­ 
vestment for a town this size,” declared 
some few who predicted an early “closing- 
out-sale.” 
Mr. Diller cast aside all apprehension 
and fears and proceeded with his addition. 
He foresaw a steady growth of the town 
and its possibilities and reasoned, “We’ll 
need more room to take care of the in­ 
creased business; so we’ll build now, while 
the building is good.” 
And he did. 
The 
third story was placed atop the old struc­ 
ture. 
New paint brightened dull spots. 
New paper softened the tones of the sleep­ 
ing rooms and all in all the McClellan 
House put on a “new front.” 
The 
progressive 
thinking 
G ettys­ 
burgians were prouder than ever of their 
hotel (they had started to call it a hotel 
by this time) and they lauded Mr. Diller 
for his progressive actions. 
Some time during the late ’70’s or 
’80’s, John Martin assumed the manage­ 
ment of the hotel. 
Miller brothers, with 
Daniel K. Miller as manager, assumed con­ 
trol. 
References to this 
period are not 
clearly remembered by old-timers here, 
but it was said that during these two ad­ 
ministrations the hotel followed policies 
similar to those adopted by their predeces­ 
sors and that the hotel continued to enjoy 
the respect and good will of the com­ 
munity. 
It is true that certain periods present­ 
ed uncertain times for the various man­ 
agers and that doubtful minds expected 
a closing of the hotel. 
However these de­ 
pressions were weathered in good form 
and the McClellan 
House continued to 
prosper as soon as “better times opened 
up.” 
J. A. Ring and Company assumed con­ 
trol of the hotel and for a number of years 


the McClellan House’s destinies were guid­ 
ed by Mr. Ring. 
December 
2, 
1914, 
saw 
another 
change in the managership. 
Since that 
time, the hotel has been under the man­ 
agement of the Scharf family with Henry 
M. Scharf, present 
manager, 
directing 
affairs since 1923. 
The 
Gettysburg Times of Decem­ 
ber 2, 1914, had the following 
account 
of the change of managers: 
“With the resignation today of 
J. A. Ring, the management of the 
Hotel 
Gettysburg 
falls into new 
hands, Henry 
Scharf, 
of Philadel­ 
phia, taking active charge. 
“For several years Mr. Ring has 
l>een president of the Hotel Gettys­ 
burg Company, the other members 
of which are A. II. B. Ring, G ettys­ 
burg; P. 
II. 
Fuhrm an 
and Max 
Schmidt, 
Shamokin, 
and 
Nicholas 
Huber, Philadelphia. 
“ Under Mr. Ring’s direction the 
building was thoroughly remodeled, 
both the interior and exterior being 
given extensive! improvements and 
making the hotel one of the best 
equipped in this immediate section. 
“Mr. Ring has given close atten­ 
tion to the many details of the busi­ 
ness with the result th at tin' patron­ 
age has increased materially under 
his management, and he relinquishes 
this work with the hotel in a great 
deal better condition than when In* 
assumed. 
Ile retains his position as 
president of the company and he will 
continue his residence in G ettysburg 
so that the hotel will still have the 
benefit of his experience. 
“ Mr. Scharf, the new manager, 
has been in the hotel business all his 
life. 
For several years he was man­ 
ager of a large hotel in Denver, 
Colorado. 
Ile has occupied positions 
of trust at the Aldine and Continen­ 
tal Hotels in Philadelphia and was 
steward at the Merion Cricket Club, 
that city. 
“Mr. Scharf with his wife and 
three children has taken up his resi­ 
dence here. 
“ Mr. 
Ring 
has 
not 
yet 
an­ 
nounced his plans for the future.” 
When Mr. Scharf, deceased, assumed 
control of the hotel, he brought with him 
a number of yeatfs experience garnered 


while associated with metropolitan ho­ 
tels. 
A German by birth, Mr. Scharf 
saw service with hotels in Germany, Eng­ 
land. Scotland and the United States. 
The new manager instituted a num­ 
ber of changes in the policy of the hos­ 
telry. 
His many years experience fur­ 
nished him an excellent opportunity to 
foster his own ideas relative to the con­ 
duct of a hot ('I and he inaugurated sev­ 
eral of these here. 
Mr. Scharf wanted the hotel trade 
to have confidente in the management 
here and he sought to build this confi­ 
dence on geniality, personal attention, in­ 
dividual care and close application to the 
individual wants. 
He soon established a 
large following and it is no idle boast to 
say that the Hotel Gettysburg soon be­ 
came known for this service. 
Transients 
delighted in recommending the Hotel Get­ 
tysburg and business grew in large pro­ 
port ions. 
However, before this personal satis­ 
faction was realized, Mr. Scharf encoun­ 
tered a number of depressing periods. 
Normalcy, 
such 
as 
is 
doctored 
now, 
presented a far different aspect and hotel 
men the country over were worried about 
their business. 
Gettysburg was not slighted or shown 
a favorite in this connection. 
Business 
fell to a saddening level and for some time 
Mr. Scharf was forced to pilot his insti­ 
tution through much stormy weather. 
The calm after the storm soon appear­ 
ed and since then the Hotel Gettysburg 
has enjoyed, in addition to an enviable 
reputation for service and convenience, a 
period of prosperity and a steady growth 
in its business which made possible the 
new $350,000 annex. 
In 1921 Mr. Scharf, manager since 
1911, suffered a nervous breakdown. 
lh' 
had been in failing health for some time, 
and the strain of continued and active 
service and the demand upon his time se­ 
verely impaired his health. 
At 7:30 o’clock on the morning of 
Saturday, February 18, 1922, Mr. Scharf 
breathed his last. 
The nervous break­ 
down suffered a year previous had so im­ 
paired his health that he could no longer 
resist the strain and he passed away. 
Born at Cassel, Germany, 1862, Mr. 
Scharf had been engaged in the hotel busi­ 
ness since he was l l years of age. 
His 
entry into the hotel business,.a growing 


desire since early childhood, saw its ma­ 
terialization earlier than he anticipated 
because of the sudden death of his father. 
He journeyed to France where he re­ 
mained for four years. 
Then he went to 
London to remain the same length of time. 


During his residence in Paris and 
London, Mr. Scharf was employed by some 
of the largest hotels in those cities. 
At 
25, Mr. Scharf, versed in the German, 
French and English languages, came to the 
United Stated, and settled in Philadelphia. 
In the city of Brotherly Love, he was af­ 
filiated with the old Bellevue Hotel which 
has since been rebuilt and is now the Belle- 
vuo-St rat ford. 
Severing his connection with the Belle­ 
vue, Mr. Scharf during the Chicago Fair 
in 1893 became maanger of the White 
Horse Inn at Chicago w hich was one of the 
most popular and most unique hotels at 
the exposition. 
At the close of the fair, 
Mr. Scharf managed hotels in Omaha, San 
Antonio and in Detroit. 
In 1898 Mr. Scharf returned to Ger­ 
many for a visit. 
On the return voyage, Mr. Scharf met 
his wife and they were married in New 
York February 26, 1898. 
Until 
coining 
to 
Gettysburg, 
Mr. 
Scharf was affiliated with several hotels in 
Philadelphia, among them the Aldine and 
Continental and the Racquet and Merion 
Cricket clubs. 
While there he became 
president of the Philadelphia Stewards’ 
Association. 
At the time of his death, Mr. Scharf 
was president and manager of the local 
hotel company. 
Before Mr. S ch arf a* death, his son. 
Henry M. Scharf, affiliated with his father 
for several years, assumed indirect man­ 
agement. 
Although not of legal age to 
manage a hotel, Mr. Scharf*s son acted in 
this capacity in an able and efficient man­ 
ner. 
In 1923. although indirectly guiding 
the destiny of the Hotel Gettysburg since 
his father’s death. Henry M. Scharf was 
made manager and secretary of the Hotel 
Gettysburg and the hotel company. 
During his regime, the younger Mr. 
Scharf pursued the policies inaugurated 
by his father and soon won the respect of 
the community and hotel men of the East 
for his keen business sense and shrewd 
judgment.

The new building, already presenting an admirable addition to Get­ 
tysburg, foreshadows growth and prosperity for this battlefield town.

One hundred and forty-four feet long, one hundred and fifty-one feet 
deejj at one end anti one hundred anti twenty-one feet deep at the other, the 
annex picturizes the latest in architectural design and construction, a mam­ 
moth venture in hostelry development in a town whose population numbers loss 
than 6000 inhabitants. 


The new annex, to a building that dates back more than one hundred 
years, is built of steel, cinder-block, concrete and stucco—concrete foun­ 
dation, steel framing, cinder-block walls and stucco finish. 
It is a four- 
story structure, the two top floors being devoted to handsomely appointed sleep­ 
ing apartments, the second floor to office rooms with the ground floor housing 
four large store rooms, a thcater-auditorium and gymnasium-ball room. 


The gymnasium is fifty-one feet wide and 78 feet long.

capacity, which has recently been increased from the original plans, will 
total more than 600 permanent seats, with available room for chairs and | | | 
benches to increase the capacity to more than one thousand.
